Edward Ian Fawkes, Namaka, Alta., 18-year-old delivery 
boy employed by the Harry Tait Groceteria, 8606 99 st., was 
killed almost instantly Tuesday when struck by a northbound 
trolley bus while riding his bieyele at 99 st. and 86 ave, The 
accident occurred at 3:20 p.m, He was the son of Mr, and Mrs. 
Jan Fawkes, Namaka. 

The boy was thrown about 60 feet by the impact. He 
was rushed to the University hospital in the Municipal 
ambulance but was pronounced dead on arrival. The body 
was removed to Hainstock’s funeral chapel. 

Police said Henry Anderson, 11902 78 st., was driver of 
the bus. No charge had been laid against him Wednesday.

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Freight Rate Inequalities 

With the province of Manitoba serving 
notice on the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners that it will oppose the application of 
the Canadian railways for a 30 per cent in- 
crease in freight rates, the entire West is 
now united against the proposal. 

It should be made clear, however, that 


the opposition of the western provinces in | 
this application is not directed towards any | 


readjustment of freight rates which would 
afford more revenue for the railways, Every- 
one appreciates the fact that the transport 
systems are just as much victims of inflat- 
ion as the productive industries, and they 


may be able to show that they are justified in | 


endeavouring to secure greater returns, At 
any rate they probably do not hope to get as 
much as 30 per cent. 

But it is necessary for the West to for- 
mally oppose this application because in 
such opposition lies the only hope of obtain- 
ing an inquiry which may result in some 
more equitable arrangement of freight rates, 
It is natural for the West to feel that before 
any attempt is made to increase the rate 
scale, the inequalities should be taken out 
of it. 

Alberta has a particular grievance in 
this regard, but a grievance which is shared 
by avery province which ships to and from 
Pacific tidewater. That grievance is the so- 
called “mountain differential” which fixes 
an arbitary freight rate on all goods hauled 
through the mountains, on top of the ordinary 
rate applicable to the distance covered. 


The mountain differential was establish- | 


ed on the assumption that it costs more to 
haul freight through the mountains, mile for 
mile, than it does over flat lands. 

This is a fallacy in that while the cost of 
the mountain haul may be somewhat higher 
on the Canadian Pacific, it is not even the 
slightest bit higher on the Canadian National. 
Yet the rate on both lines is the same; each 
calculated on the fallacy of the mountain dif- 
ferential. And even if the cost af mountain 
haulage on the Canadian Pacific is slightly 
higher, that difference does not justify as- 
sessing the increase against the whole people 
of this province and against all traffic moving 
through the mountains on either railway. 


There can be no doubt that freight rate | 


Inequalities impose a terrific burden on the 
people and industries of Alberta. To take 
only one example; the cost of newsprint is 
higher in Edmonton than at any other point 
on the North American continent. 

Surely such discrimination was not com- 
templated when the railways were built 
through the mountains “for the general 
advantage of Canada,” and surely the extra 
cost of operating these, if any extra 
cost can be proved, should be absorbed in 
the general freight bill of Canada. 

It would seem to be clear and axiomatic 
that before any increase in freight rates is 
granted, this discrimination against Alberta, 
and the other western provinces, should be 
removed. Otherwise the injustice will be 
heightened and aggravated in proportion to 
any general rate increase, 
Two Weeks in One 

It is surely more than coincidence that 
both Canadian Book Week and Canadian Ed- 
ucation Week should fall into the period 
through which we are now passing. For ed- 
ucation and books bear a distinct relation to 
each other. 

Books are essential to education and, at 
the same time, are a product of education, 
The real test of a truly educated man or wo- 
man is his or her ability to either appreciate 
or preduce, not necessarily books, but at 
least some form of artistie expression which 
contributes to the enrichment of human life. 

Book Week, this year, is of unusual 
significance because it marks the end of a 
25-year period during which Canadian liter- 
ature has markedly gone through the pain- 
ful process of growing up. 

In 1921, Canadian literary production 
had made an imposing start. But Canadian 
books and stories were still regarded in a 
patronising way as the production of a public 
too young and immature to take art ser- 
iously. Home literary products were neither 
supported nor appreciated because the Can- 
adian public was still suffering from that in- 
feriority complex which resulted from the 
disposition to be overawed by Britain on 
the one hand and the United States on the 
other, 

That inferiority complex persists, But 
it ls being gradually broken down. And in 


1946 there are many who will admit that 
Canada can compete in the arts with any 
country of the world and that Canadian 


artistic production is entitled to respectful 
consideration 
Canadian art, in fact, has reached 


adulthood to the point that in 1945 Canadian 
books to the value of no less than $1,027,700 
were exported from this country 

Much remains to be done, of course, in 
completing this growing up process. The 
last vestiges of the inferiority complex must 
be swept away. Book Week, taking stock of 
Canadian literary production, offers Can- 
adians an opportunity to be truly proud of 
what is being accomplished, artistically, in 
this country,

Predictions are that the Assembly will 
proclaim Franco an outcast, and call on the 
| fifty-one member-nations to have nothing to 
| do with him diplomatically. For this a two- 
| thirds vote would suffice. As the Russian 
| 


bloc and a score of the smaller nations are 
for Poland’s outlawing motion, it is an even 
chance that this will carry. 


Britain and the United States are doubt- 

ful of the outcome. They suspect that brand- 
| ing Franco as a menace to the world might 
| Strengthen his grip on power. And they don't 
see any way to get rid of him without plung- 
ing Spain in another civil war. 

The Spaniards were once a proud peo- 
ple. If they still are, ostracising their dic- 
tator might easily switch to him the sup- 
port of important sections of the nation 
| which have hitherto been opposed to him 


| or neutral. Outside interference sometimes 
causes quarreling domestic factions to close 
théir ranks in the name of patriotism. 
Other than the danger of causing this 
reaction there is no reason why the Franco 
government should not be pilloried by the 
breaking of diplimatic relations. Its head 
was an active member of the Axis, and only 
| fear kept him from taking the field in sup- 
| port of Hitler and Il Duce. 
A contributor writes that “the only peo- 
ple in this country who are not either im- 
migrants or the descendants of immigrants 
| are the Indians.” But even the Indians must 
have come from somewhere,

Seat of the University of Alberta, founded and supported by the Alberta gov- 
ernment, Edmonton is the educational and cultural centre of the province. 
The city has excellent schools and colleges. Educationally, it is a self-contained 
city. Without going beyond its confines a student may begin in the kindergarten 
and emerge with a doctor’s or master’s degree in the arts and sciences. 


On the other hand, if a student is of a practical turn of mind, he may obtain 
a liberal education in technology. For girls, there are opportunities to learn 
domestic science, dressmaking, and various phases of business. There are both 
public and separate schools, 


Leading the educational field is the University of Alberta, which is situated 
on the south bank of the Saskatchewan. The campus consists of about 258 
acres of land with a river frontage of 2,100 teet and an elevation above water 
level of about 200 feet. A farm adds another 700 acres to University property. 


In general, courses consist of arts and science, applied science, medicine, law 
and agriculture. There are many courses stemming from these general headings. 
Last year a fine arts department was added, with special attention being given 
to music and the drama. There is a library including many thousands of volumes 
and an extension department carries educational facilities to all sections of 
the province. 

Affiliated with the university are St. Stephen's College, wherein students are 
trained for service in the United Church, and St. Joseph's College, a Roman 
Catholic affiliate. 

Dr. H. M. Tory was the first president of the university. He was succeeded by 
Dr. R. C. Wallace, Dr. W. A. R. Kerr and Dr. Robert Newton, who is the current 
head of the institution. 

First lectures were given at the university in 1908 when registration totalled 
45. In 1913 attendance had increased to 433. This year the figure approximates 
4,000, with students coming from practically every centre in the province and 
every province in Canada. Some have come from foreign countries. There is one 
student from Egypt, and next year, several are expected from Greece. 


In addition to the academic work, students at the university are encouraged to 
take an interest in sports, public affairs and the arts. 


The public and separate schools carry on under the direction of boards, elected 
at yearly municipal elections, About 15,000 students are enrolJed in the public 
schools this year. Over and above the regular academic studies, students are 
given the opportunity of taking courses in home economics, commerce and 
manual training. Special attention is devoted to those interested in music 
and others arts and vocations requiring training varying from the regular cur- 
riculum, 

Sixty years ago there were four churches in Edmonton, namely, the Presbyterian, 
Methodist, All Saints and St, Joachim’s. Today the spiritual guidance of Ed- 
montonians is well taken care of by more than 100 churches, representing prac- 
tically every denomination. Large congregations attend services in all parts 
of the city. Every effort has been made to provide the finest architecture and 
construction in the churches, and special pains are taken to insure that music, 
through excellent organs and large choirs, is given a prominent place in the 
services. 

Residents of Edmonton and the surrounding district are fortunate in the hos- 
pital accommodation at their disposal. The Royal Alexandra, University, General, 
Misericordia and St. Joseph's minister to the sick in a manner that has won 
them the highest standing with the American Hospital Association. Large ad- 
ditions are being made to the Royal Alexandra ana St. Joseph’s this year. 
Only last year the Colonel Mewburn Pavilion was added to the University 
Hospital. Named in honor of one of the most distinguished of Alberta's medical 
practitioners and surgeons, the Pavilion was built by the Dominion government 
for the care of war veterans, The former Jesuit College and subsidiary build- 
ings, built during the recent war, also has been turned into a hospital for veterans, 
and Indians suffering from tuberculosis. 

Alberta College, Edmonton College and McTavish Business College are among 
the other educational institutions in Edmonton which are providing young 
people with the varied education required in modern times. Many music teachers 
are aiding cultural development in developing pianists, violinists, vocalists and 
other artists. 

The Edmonton public libraries, one on the North Side, one on the South Side 
and one travelling to the outer fringes of the city, boast the third largest read- 
ing public among Canadian cities, regardless of population. In addition to 
its regular library service the Library Board sponsors musical evenings, featur- 
ing both live and transcribed music. 

Several schools teach dancing and folk singing and dancing festivals are growing 
in popularity. 

Among the larger and more important Edmonton institutions are the retail 
stores of the Hudson's Bay Company, The T. Eaton Company (Western) Limited 
and C, Woodward Limited, all of which by their service to the community, have 
made a valuable contribution to the upbuilding of the city and surrounding 
district, 

There are many other fine institutions here, all of which are making a valuable 
contribution to the life of the city.

Reforms Asked 
By Liberals 


A considerable change in 
the present setup of old age 
pensions will take place if a 
resolution passed Tuesday at 
the Edmonton regional con- 
ference of the Alberta Lib- 
eral Association finds its way 
to legislation. 

The meeting which commenced 
Tuesday morning under chairman- 
Ship of E, C, Fisher was attended 
by about 15 delegates from districts 
around Edmonton, and gave endor- 
sation to about 12 resolutions, prin- 
cipal among which was the one on 
old age pensions reform, 

It contended that a national uni- 
versal system of pensions should 
be effected at the earliest possible 
moment, and that the system would 


abolish the present “means” test 
The resolution sought to establish 
that the amount payable to pen- 


sioners should be in keeping with 
the retirement age, providing “a 
decent standard of living..” 

Strong opposition to the granting 
of an application to the board of 
transport commissioners by — the 
Railway Association of Canada for 
an increase of 30 per cent in freight 
rates was voiced in another resolu- 
tion, 

ON THE MATTER of education 
the delegates to the regional con- 
ference tavored in another resolu- 
tion the assumption by the pro- 
vincial government of 50 per cent 
of costs for education in primary 
and secondary schools of Alberta 

One resolution condemned the 
Social Credit Board termed it “a 
partisen machine and a useless ex- 
yense on the taxpayers.”

Edmontonians Back 
From Far Northland 


An Edmonton couple - Mr. and 
Mrs, John Gillis - believe there are 
some isolated prairie farms that 
offer a more lonely existance than 
the treeless expanse of northern 
Baffin Land, 1,000 miles south of 
the North Pcle 

The couple returned to Edmonton 
efter more than a year in a remote 
eastern Arctic community where 
Mr. Gillis helped man a Dominion 
meteorological station at Arctic 
Bay. Mr, Gillis will take over new 
duties as a meteorologist here 

In their Arctic community, they 
reported, there were only a “few 
white man’s buildings” and a group 
of ¢gloos. But the loneliness was not 
their comple'nt . they disliked hav 
ing no beef-steaks or other fresh 
meat occasionally, 

They found the Eskimos friendly 
@nd happy people and enthusiastic 
visitors even if they live as far as 
200 miles away. 

“Winter there means three mon- 
ths of darkness when the sun never 
once peeks over the horizon,” Mrs. 
Gillis said. “But thls never pro- 
cvcced boredom in our community. 
/part from our visitors there were 
five white men at the station. We 
had regular bridge sessions, used 
the Hudson's Bay Company post 
l’brary and listened to the radio.” 

The Gillises “kept civilized” de- 
spite their remote location in a 
tiodern-type bungalow, equipped

‘Stage Big Fight 
|For Equal Pay 


| London, Nov. 6 (Reuters —One 
of the bitterest controversies in 
British industrial life may burst 
into flame with the publication to- 
day of the report of the Royal 
commission on equal pay for men 
and women, 

The commission, appointed in 
1944 by the coalition government 


failed to agree on a direct verdict 
but expressed by implication rather 
than direct statement, a majority 
conviction that the cost of grant- 
ing equal pay for equal work would 
outweigh its advantages 

The minority—three of four wo- 
men members of the commission— 
said they “can not agree that it is 
necessary to make a choice between 
exact justice” and “oiling the wheels 
of economic progress.” 

The commission consisted of four 
men and four women with a high 
court judge as chairman. lt agreed 
| that the abolition of pay differen 
jtiations would have beneficial ef-
